1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art because no 
references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which disclose or suggest a 
method for controlling an ultrasonic surgical hand-piece, comprising the steps of providing a 
switch located on a housing, the step of activating the hand-piece at a first power level if the 
monitored pressure reaches a first threshold, deactivating the hand-piece if the monitored 
pressure reaches a second threshold, and providing a switching functionality according to a 
lagging effect as the monitored pressured is changed.
